Food Controller Wants More Se- 
vere Punishment When Guilt 
Clearly Established 


ROBERTS’ CONCLUSION 


Shorter Hours without Increased 
Output Means without Con- 
trol Higher Prices 


LONDON, Aug., 5.—George H. Rob- 
erts, the food controller, testifying to- 
day at the first sitting of the houve 
of commons as a select committee 
to enquire into the high cost of liv- 
ing and profiteering, said his depart- 
ment had had difficulty in definitely 
defining cases of alleged profiteering. 
He added that where persons were 
clearly found guilty of profiteering 
they should be punished more severe- 
ly than at present is the cave. 

Mr. Roberts said he had reached 
the following conclusions:: 

Firgst—That ‘there should be an 
effective control of food prices al- 
ways andgof supplies and their dis- 
tribution at all stages. 

Second—-That the same method 
could [be applied to other articles 
such as shoes and household utensils, 
if they could be standardized. Wheth- 
er it should be applied was a question 
of politics, 

Third—tThat the costing department 
(which fixes prices) could do for other 
articles what if had done for food. 

Fourth—That a sjngle department 
should be responsible for publishing 
facts regarding the coset of living here 
and in other countries. 

Fifth—That with a reduction § in 
working hours and without an increase 
in output, a further Increase in prices 
seemed inevitable, without control, 

Exchange Rate a Hardship. 

M Roberts mid that ninty-four 
per cent of the food in England was 
subject to maximum controlled prices, 
Part of the balance. he addad, was 
more costly, but a part was lower in 
price since contro] had been lifted. 
The food minister said that unfor- 
funately much of Ongland’s food 
had come from America because oth- 
er sources had been shut off, and that 
in America the exchange rate had 
worked hardships. 

Mr. Roberts said the ministry was 
unable to do anything regarding an 
alleged American meat combine. He 
suggested ‘that this situation called 
for international action. The board 
of trade, Mr. Roberts added, tnquir- 
ing into what might be done to pro- 
tect the country against high meat 
prices, 

In cases of flagrant profiteering Mr 
\Roberte said he favored sentences of 
imprisonment and the permanent 
withdrawal of the licenses of guilty 
persons. 


SUCCESSFUL RAID 
ON LAKE FLOTILLA 
OF BOLSHEVIKI 


Conflicting Report States Allies 
Driven Out After Sixteen 


Hours’ Fighting 


LONDON, Aug. 5.—The following 
official communication from the com- 
mander of the Allied forces in the 
North Russian front was made public 
this evening: 

“Our combined land, sea and air 
forces on Saturday carried out success- 
fully a raid on the enemy’s (Bolshe- 
vik) lake flotilla on Lake Onega and 
Yort Talvoiske, 40 miles southeast of 
Medvyagora, two of the enemy's 
steamers were captured, a third ri 
away, while the others were forced 
avhore, 

“The captured ships were armed 
with three-inch guns and many Colt 
guns. The newly formed Russian 
flotilla co-operated with the British 
flotilla.” 


Another Report 

LONDON, Aug. 5.—Allied forces 
that landed at Onega on the North 
liussian front, attempting to recapture 
it, were driven out after sixteen hours’ 
fierce fighting in the atreets. 

The Bolshevik! statement sald the 
Allied troops re-embarked under a 
hurricane of fire from their ships and 
that the warships steamed northward. 
One of the Allied vessels, it was re- 
ported, was set on fire by the Bolshe- 
vik{ artillry, + 

Ukrainain red troops have occupied 
Aleshky, the message adds. 

The dispatch also announces that 
the congress of Soviets held at Nishni 
Novgorod decided to close all the 
monastries and send the monks to 
work in the rear of the army. 


CRITICISM 
LEVELLED AT

Talk in Lobby of House Chiefly 
on Small Recognition of 
Air Force 


LONDON, Aug. 5.-—-Criticism in the 
lobby of the houge of commons to- 
right of the grants for war services 
recommended today by King George, 
turned mainly to the small recognition 
given the air force, for which only 
one grant is proposed as compared 
with seven for the navy and ten for 
the army. The Labor party has made 
@ protest against a larger sum than 
£200,000 being devoted to these 
grants, 

Many of the Labor members of par- 
lament threaten to oppose the whole 
list of granta on principle.

8. 6. Dunham, vice-president of the 
Irrigation and Development aapocia- 
tion, Lethbridge, at the evening ses- 
sion yesterday of the irrigation con- 
vention spoke of the history and ob- 
jects of the asociation. The govern- 
ment, he sald, had brought settlers 
Into the country and successive crop 
failures showed the necemity of an 
irrigation ampociation, but he thought 
government should guarantee 
bonds so that the irrigation might 
be brought about. 

It was useless for the peaple of 
northern Afberta suggesting that 
southern Abberta people go north. If 
the farmers left their farms in @outh- 
ern Alberta what would become of 
cities, he asked. He had been told 
it might require three million dollars 
to carry the people over the criis 
eaused by the crop failure. 

That we have in southern Alberta 
one of the best irrigation districta on 
the continent wae the opinion expros- 
sed by J. Powelson, of Raymond, and 
he thought it waa the duty of the con- 
vention to put up to the government 
the problem of irrigation, The peaple 
must put themaecives in a gosition of 
not needing relief.

LONDON, Aug. 5.—The government 
bill which seeks to raise the salaries 
of five cabinet ministers in amounts 
ranging from £2,000 to £5,000 each, 
and increase the salaries of a number 
of under-secretaries was strongly op- 
posed in the house of commons to- 
night. Sir Dorald MacLean, national 
liberal, declined to give hig consent 
to the measure until the government 
had declared {ts policy with regard to 
a reduction in the government depart. 
ments, to which he considered a scale 
conducive to national efficiency end 
economy. Other members reproached 
the government for showing a bad 
example when economy was declared 
to be imperative, and said the meas- 
ure would lower the parliament in the 
estimation of the people, 

Finally, after q defence of the bill 
by Audrew Bonar Law, the govern- 
ment leader, after an agreement to 
postpone further constderation of the 
measure until autumn, the bill passed 
its second reading 176 to 83.

WASHINGTON, D.C., Aug. 5.—The 
threat of a railroad strike continues 
to spread throughout the country de- 
spite the efforts of organized labor 
heads to hold the men tn check until 
official strike votes can be taken. 

Shopmen everywhere who are 
throwing down their tools in prema- 
ture strike, it was reported, were 
threatening national industry because 
without them the railroads’ equip- 
ment cannot be kept In usable order,

Formal announcement was made 
tonight on the final tabulations on the 
referendum conducted among _ busi- 
ness men by the chamber of com- 
merce of the United States on the 
question of government ownership of 
railroads. More than 99 per cent. of 
the vote, the official announcement 
said, was against it. 


St. Pau] Men Out 

8ST. PAUL, Minn., Aug. 5.—More 
than 3,000 machinists, boiler makers 
and blacksmiths joined the strike of 
federated railroad shopmen here at 
10 o'clock this morning. Minneapolis 
shopmen struck yesterday and _ the 
number now involved in the twin 
cities total 7,000. 

At Huron, 8.D., 200 shopmen went 
out today. At Winona, Minn., all 
members of the six unions, with the 
exception of 30 foremen, joined: the 
strike at 10 o’clock this morning.

No less than twelve hundred 
received their first varsity year, and 
following more than 850 entered Ed- 
jinburgh and the big Universities of 
|England {n order to complete their 
| education. 

10,000 in Agricultare, 
Another fact of interest is provided 
ldn the statement that ten thousand 


jmen received courses !n agriculture. 


These courses were complete in every 
|detall and resulted in men obtaining 
a splendid instruction from teachers 
who, by their efficiency were able to 
impart principles that when practical- 


ly applied, will result in profound 
good. In conjunction with these 
classes, toura were made to various 


points in England which had been 
known to be the best in their line. 
In other connections, tours of Inepec- 
tlon were conducted to the fishing in- 
dustries, the large engineering works 
and centres of mamufacture, 

Dr. Tory is not yet aware whether 
the educational principles launched a- 
mong the soldiers in England and 
France, and which have met with 
such a high degree of success will be 
continued in Canada. That it would 
be of untold benefit and that ft is al- 
most necessary, is the opinton ex- 
pressed by many. 

Educational work in the Canadian 
Army when once {t was introduced, 
became a type of training and was 
considered as a part of the military 
‘work. Colonel Tory, when first intro- 
ducing the work, did go as a civilian 
He was later given the rank of colonel 
which rank he still holde. 

Much difficulty was experienced 
throughout the life of the universities 
both in France and England in ob- 
taining books and the desired litera- 
ture. This however, was overcome by 
the Cornell University granting per- 
mission to the military authorities to 
reprint the works needed. 

No less than

IONG DRIVES, 


One of the prettiest plays in the 
game of golf is the drive, and there 
is a chance to play with the wooden 
club at least fourteen times on each 
average 18 holes. It can easily be 
seen, therefore, that driving well is a 
very tmportant part of the game, and 
in my estimation it is the easiest part. 

In one sense it is strange what a 
passion golfers have for long driving. 
We afe all very proud of any achieve- 
ment along that line, and I know how 
I swelled with vanity when someone 
told me last week-end that I had 
driven on a certain hole at Pine Val- 
ley farther than anyone had done be- 
fore, 

The drive with the wooden clu® is 
the fullest stroke and the general idea 
is to get distance, A player; however, 
is likely to forget that it is better to 
be consistant than to get a long ball 
off the tee on several holes, and then 
perhaps top a shot, only ‘occasionally 
getting a good straight ball down the 
course, 

Usually I consider the long drive 
the easiest player in the world to win 
from, Everybody 
tells him how won- 
derfully well he 
drives, and in con- 
sequence he is for- 
cing almost every 
shot. Of course 
the more strength 
put Into a shot, the 
more <listance, if 
——a very big if, too 
—-there is the 
necessary rhythm, 
An old man who 
drives only 100 or 
125 yards down 
the course usually 
can beat the col- 


lege boy who

At the end of 1916 there were in 
Japanese factories 1,095,301 workers, 
626,669 female and 458,532 male. Not 
only were women almost 200,000 in 
excess in the group as a whole, but 
when divided into age groups girl 
children appear as almost five to 
one as compared with boys. No less 
than 5,571 little girls under 12, were 
at work, as against 1,203 boys, and 
87,709 girls between 12 and 15, as 
against only 19,564 bos. 

The majority of these girls are tn 
spinning, weaving and dyeing and 
the year book describes the conditions 
of their work. Seventy per cent. of 
them live in the factory quarters, 
which means a sort of confinement. 
Work in the raw silk factories lasts 
13 to 14 hours a day on an average, 
and that in the weaving mills 14 to 16 
hours. The remaining hours are de- 
voted to sleeping, bathing, tollet, ete, 
Tt is not surprising that the health of 
these young women is seriously injur- 
ed by such conditions. With regard 
to the spinning mflls, female workers 
are put to night work every seven or 
eight days. Night work affects the 
worker's health so severely that at 
the end of a week they Jose consider- 
able weight. The loss may be partly 
recovered during the succeeding week 
on the day shift, but the night work, 
though intermittent, ultimately in- 
jures the health of the workers. None 
can stand the strain for more. than a

Application forms for securing re- 
duced rates may be secured from the 
local railway agents. The application 
should be forwarded to J. D. Smith, 
department of agriculture, Edmonton, 
and if in order a ‘certificate will be 
jissued by the provincia! and dominion 
departments jointly, which will entith 
the holfer to secure free rates under 
the relief tariff. 

Who May Ship. 

| Any stocknmran or farmer who does 
not own more than one hundred head 
of cattle or three hundred head of 
sheep may ship two carloads under 
the tariff. The etock may be ehipped 
from south of a line running from 
Lioydminster to Chipman to Tofleld to 
Camroge to Wetaskiwin, but can not 
be shipped from one province to an- 
lother, This stock must be owned 
prior to July ist, 1919. Beven car- 
loads of feed may be shipped énto the 
dry area from any part of Alberta 
north of the line mentioned or from 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba. 


STUDY THE TEXAS 
ABORIGINES 


(Portland Oregonian.) 

WASHINGTON.-—In order to put 
Texas on the archaélogical map of the 
country by gathering evidences of 
the character of Indian Iife there be- 
fore the coming of the white man, the 
bureau of ethnology has lately inau- 
gurated studies in that fleld which 
promise important results. Notwith- 
standing its magnitude, vary Lttle at- 
tention has been paid to the many 
evidences of an aboriginal population 
in Texas before the advéat of white 
settlers, This is the more remarkable | 
because the state is situated between | 
the Pueblo and the mound builders’) 
areas, two of the most important re- 
gions inhabited bw prehistoric man. | 

Dr. Walter Fewkes, chief of the 
bureau, with the help of Professor 
Pearce of the University of Texas, was 
able to locate many prehistoric work- 
shops and jong forgotten village sites 
antedating French, Spanish of Ameri- 
can settlers, Many stone implements 
some of which are made from flint, | 
show remarkable skill in manufacture, 

The character of these implements 
indicates that the inhabitants of the! 
middle of the state were hunters more( 
or less nomadic. While Exstern Texas 
or that part lying in the timber belt, 
was inhabited by argicultural tribes, | 
possessing skill in pottery manufac- | 
turing, a craft foreign to a hunting | 
tribe, Indian life in this area must! 
have been closely related to that of | 
the ancient mound builders of Loulai- 
ana and Arkansas, but in the western | 
part of Texas, which is an elevated, | 
more or less arid, plateau, the ancient 
inhabitants were quite unlike the rest | 
of the estate, resembling the Pueblos 
of New Mexico. 

Very little 18 Known of the mode of | 
life of the prehistoric Indians in these | 
three areas, but the preliminary ex- 
amination indicates that much light 
may be shed on the migration and 
distribution of Texas Indians in an 
epoch hitherto unknown to students 
by a study of ovrehistoric remains 
scattered over the state. 

The widespread belief that the an-| 
cient aborigines of Texas were prac 
tically the same as the fierce tribes 
encountered in modern times by the, 
early white settlers is largely the re- 
sult of want of knowledge of prehis 
orice remains, In the opening years | 
jof the @ighteenth century, Apaches, | 
Commanches and other savage tribes | 
jroamed over Texas following the buf- | 
ifale or raiding across into Old Mexico 
Some of thé Texts tribes are reported 
to have been cannibals. 

There seems to have been consis | 
tent hogtiliies between the@#e Indians 
in which amaller tribes were exter-; 
minated. The number and extent 
workshops and viilage «\tes may be 
the sole surviving indication of some 
of these tribes. They certainly imply 
great antiquity and the objects from 
these sites differ from those in use by 
the historic Indians.

The Great Convention.

Numbers are not everything in 
a political convention; but the at- 
tendance is at least a standard of 
measurement by which the vital- 
ity of the party may be gauged.

Hides and Boots. 


The prices of boots and shoes 
being out of all reasonable—or 
reasonably unreasonable—relation 
to the cost of hides, the Govern- 
ment has by order-in-council for- 
bidden the export of hides. 

One effect cah be foreseen with 
tolerable certainty. The prices of 
hides will not go up in proportion 
to the prices now demanded for 
boots and shoes. By all the rules 
of trade they are not likely to even 
remain stationery, but may be ex- 
pected to decline, as the farmer will 
have to take whatever the Cana- 
dian dealers may chose to offer 
him. Restricting the market does 
not bring high prices to the pro- 
ducer. 

Tt does not follow that the prices 
of boots and shoes will fall. They 
will if the makers decide to re- 
duce them, or if the Government 
compels the makers to do so. But 
the boot and shoe makers of Can- 
ada have not given the impression 
that they are running their  busi- 
ness on philanthropic lines; and 
the Government has yet to regu- 
late the price of anything down- 
ward, 


Nothing Doing. 


The cost of living commissioner 
claims to have made a discovery. 
He reports, as the result of the 
much-advertised investigation he 
is supposed to have been making, 
that the canning business in Can- 
ada is of the nature of a monopoly, 
and has fallen into the hands of a 
combine. 

The naive assumption that the 
commissioner is thus offering the 
publie a return for their money is 
refreshing in its impudence. It is 
not news that the Dominion Can- 
ners company is a combine, nor 
that it controls the canning indus- 
try. The pretense that the com- 
missioner had to make an investi- 
gation to find out these patent 
facts will deceive nobody. 

The Dominion canners have not 
been operating under cover. They 
have been doing business for years 
in the way of ‘‘gathering in’’ and 
“squeezing out’’ independent can- 
ning concerns, fixing prices to the 
farmers on one hand and the con- 
sumers on the other, and doing it} 
with a success which excites envy 
and an openness that bespoke con- 
| fidence in their immunity from of- 
fivial interference. That confid- 
ence is surely justified when a
